COST TO BE SHARED 


Cooperation and Central Lo- 
cation Expected to Make 
Project Practicable for 
Adjacent Suburbs.

The establishment of a trade schoo} to 


be used jointly by several suburban cit- 
ies north of Boston is receiving serious 
consideration from the school commit- 


tees of Medford, Malden, Everett, Mel- 
rose and Stoneham, and other neighbor- 
ing cities and towns may participate in 
the project. 

The heavy expense and small number 
of pupils eligible in each community for 
such a school if established by any one 
of the several municipalities, has here- 
tofore prevented the subject from receiv- 
ing more definite attention. 

Fred H. Nickerson, superintendent of 
the Medford schools, formerly head of 
the Melrose schools, first advanced the 
cooperative plan, and this met with the 
immediate commendation of the Medford 
school board. Mr. Nickerson has since 
communicated with other cities and 
towns with 2 view to the establishment 
of such a school at some convenient 
central station, and the several commit- 
tees are now investigating the proposi- 
tion. 

Should several of these places unite 
a large school could be established with 
extensive equipment«and competent in- 
structors, at a minimum of expense to 
each of the municipalities participating. 

Control of the school and transporta- 
tion for the pupils present problems to 
be solved. The establishment of a joint 
governing board with a representative 
from each of the school boards and the 
proportioning of the expense of main- 
tenance among the several cities and 
towns according to the attendance from 
each, has been proposed. 

ft is generally believed that the pupils 
would pay their own transportation, and 
that the work which they turned out 
could be disposed of.at ya fair profit. 
‘which would permit either; y of repayment 
to the pupils for transportation or could 
be made a source of revenue to assist 
in maintenance.

The first 
estimate of cost, he said, was $2,600,000, 
but that was later increased to $3,700,-

the $50,000 which the city of Boston has 
already expended for filling in the em- 
bankment, $365,000 more which must 
be expended for the same purpose, and 
$50,000 which must be expended for 
changing the conduit located along the 
embankment, ‘making the total cost of 
the subway well over $4,000,000.

Joseph Walker, speaker of the House 


of Representatives, appeared before <he 
legislative committee on election laws 
at the State House today to urge the 
passage of his bill previding for direct 
nomination of candidates on the state 
ticket. 

Senator Harry W. Stearns Cam- 
bridge presided. Senator Nason reported 
a bill to include all ofticers to be nomi- 
nated by direct nomination. Senator 
Hatton of Charlestown argued for his 
j bill, which favors senatorial and repre- 
sentative direct nomination, but does not 
favor «ll county officers being directly 
nominated. He said he thought that in 
$time all csunty officers would be so 
nominated. 

Senator Hatton had no objections to 
Mthe Walker bill. Former Representative 
Luce of Somerville said he was in sym- 
pathy with what is called the short 
ballot. 

Speaker Walker said in part: 

“The state convention, as an instru. 
ment for the nomination of candidates. in 
common with other conventions, no longer 
perfornts a useful function. Whatever we 
may think about it, the fact is that the 
people have taken the nomination of 
eandidates into their own hands. Nomi- 
nations are no longer left to conventions. 
Delegates, either pledged or known to be 
favorable to one candidate or another, 
are chosen. : 

At the close of Speaker Walker's 
apeeth Senator Nason argued at length 
in favor of a general law to appiy to 
all ofticials to be voted for at a state 
election. He characterized the Walker 
bill as weak in its scope because it does 
not reach county officers, where, Senator~ 
Xason said, the manipulation of nomina- 
tions is seen in its worst degree. 

“The people demand the right not only 
to nominate the Governor. Lieutenant- 
Governor, secretary of state and other 
state officers by direct vote,” he said, 
“but they want most of all to extend 
it ‘to the balance of the senatorial and 
representative districts, to county offi- 
cials and congressional districts. The.

Management Now Conclud-

ng YY ear—Intercollegiate 
Tourney Sept. 5 to 9. 


FIRST MEET IN MAY 


PRINCETON, N. J.—-The management 
of the Princeton University Golf <As- 
sociation is now concluding its plans for 
the coming season. The schedule 
include nine tournaments to be played 
during the year, of which two will be 
with teams from Yale and Williams, 
five against neighboring golf clubs, the 
university individual tournament, and 
the intercollegiates, which will be held 
at the Baltusrol Country Club, Short- 
hills, N. J., from Sept. 5 to 9. 

A meeting of the Intercollegiate Golf 
Association was held at the Essex 
Country Club, Manchester-by-the-Sea, 
Mass., recently, at which the Princeton 
team was represented by Capt. D. W. 
Houston, Jr., 1912. It was decided at 
this meeting to hold the intercollegiate 
tournament from Sept. 11 to 16, but 
as it was later found that this would 
interfere with the national tournament, 
the date was changed to Sept. 5 to 9. 
which is now finally decided upon. 
The members of the’ association who 
are eligible to compete in the jntercol- 
legiates are: Princeton, Yale, Harvard, 
Williams, Pennsylvania, Dartmouth, 
Columbia and Cornell. The last two 
named, however, have not taken part 
for several vears, but expect to be repre- 
sented by teams this vear. 

The individual] championship of Prince- 
ton University will be decided in a tour- 
nament to be held during the first week 
in May, which, owing.to the poor condi- 
tion of the course was deferred from 
Jast fall. In addition to the two meet- 
ings with Yale and Williams, match 
tournaments are being arranged with 
the Baltusrol Country Club at Short- 
hills, N. J.; the Philadelphia Country 
Club in Philadelphia; the New Bruns- 
wick Golf Club at New Brunswick; the 
Wykagyl Country Club of New Jersey. 
and the Lawrenceville School at Law- 
renceville. 

For two consecutive seasons the Inter- 
collegiate championship has been won 
by Yale, with a team composed almost 
entirely of title holders, while the 
Princeton team has stood in second place. 
Yale, however, has lost sevéral players 
through graduation, while the Princeton 
team, with the exception of °F. H. 
McAdoo 1910, is the same as last season, 
This offers unusually bright prospects 
for the coming year.

LISBON, via Fuentes de Onora—A 


military dictatorship to rule Portugal 
until the presidential election the latter 
part of April is believed today to be im- 
minent.

in April, a reaction from socialism in 
favor of constitutional methods is not- 
iceable, and there an inereasing de- 
mand for the elections and the convoca- 
tion of the national assembly. 

The conservative Republicans or mod- 
erates will probably have a large ma- 
jority in the Assembly. The financial 
and commercial classes hope so at least. 
They welcomed the republic as a_pos- 
sible remedy for the abuses of the old 
regime, but they are beginning to be 
anxious about the security of the coun- 
try under the present administration. 

The new electoral Jaw provides that 
all men of age, able to read and write, 
may vote. If illiterate, the father of 
the family may vote, but within the defi- 
nition of father of a family are included 
those men who maintain themselves. 

Although the republic seems to be 
secure, the monarchists are still conspir- 
ing. The newspaper Republica, which 
is the organ of Senor Almeida, minister

COMPENSATION 
PROGRESS TOLD 
IN U.S. REPORT 


W ASHINGTON—The remarkable prog- 
ress made in recent years by foreign 
countries on the subject of employers’ 
liability and workmen’s compensation is 
brought out in the first of two volumes 
comprising the twenty-fourth annual re- 
port, just issued by the United States 
pureau of labor, entitled “Workmen’s In- 
surance and Compensation Systems in 
Europe.” 

This volume treats of Austria, Bel- 
gium, Denmark, France and Germany. 
The second book, now in the hands of the 
printer, will relate to Great Britain, 
taly, Norway, Russia, Spain and Sweden. 

The information contained in the re- 
port shows that in no case has any coun- 
try after having adopted a system of 
compensation or insurance ever gone 
back to the liability system; in prac- 
tically all of these countries there is a 
widespread demand for the improvement 
and extension of the existing systems 
and in the largest of these countries— 
Austria, France and Germany—govern- 
ment commissions are now at work plan- 
ning the revision and enlargement of 
-he systems.

Sam Walter Foss, whose poems and 
philosophical and humorous writings 
have made his name a household word, 
and who was for the past 12 years li- 
brarian of the Somerville public library, 
passed on Sunday night. He was well 
known to The Monitor readers as the 
author of the Library Alcove. Mr. Foss 
is survived by his wife and two children, 
Saxton ©. and Mary L. Foss. Before her 
marriage, Mrs. Foss was Miss Carrie W. 
Conant, a daughter of the Rev. Henry 
W. Conant of Providence. 

The funeral will be held from the 
house at 2 o'clock Wednesday afternoon. 
The Rev. William Dean of the. Park 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal church of 
Somerville will officiate. The burial will 
be at Providence. 

Mr. Foss was a member of the Boston 
Authors Club, the Twentieth

HELP EX-PRIOONERS 
IN UPWARD CLIMB 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—The new central agency for 
the aid’ of discharged convicts, which 
has already been roughly outlined in 
these columns, has now been established, 
and the ‘present system of aiding and 
controlling these persons wiil be super- 
seded. Discharged convicts have hereto 
not been specially provided for by~ the 
state, but the work has been carried on 
by a numbef of philanthropic societies 
which have worked independently of 
each other and with no effective author- 
ity over the convict. The only support 
given to these societies by the state has 
been the gratuity which a convict can 
earn under the progressive stage Ssys- 
tem. ‘This was handed to the societies 
with the object. of enabling t!cm to pro- 
vide the funds to enable ,the convict 
applying to them to make a fresh start. 

In the future the care and control of 
prisoners on: discharge will be vested in 
one authority, a system which it is con- 
fidently expected will be of the greatest 
benefit, and work in a very much more 
satisfactory manner than has_ been the 
case in the past with the philanthropic 
societies, which have been, in no way 
connected with state control. From April 
1 next, prisoners discharged from penal 
servitude will come under the cognizance 
and control of the central body.

ANTIQUITY SOCIETY 
ASKS PRESERVATION 
OF ANCIENT BRIDGES 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—J. W. Willis Bond, chair- 
man of the Worcestershire county coun- 
cil, brought before the Society of Anti- 
quaries a petition for the preservation 
of ancient bridges now threatened with 
destruction. Some of these bridges, he 
said, were historic monuments, and he 
failed to see why the royal commission 
on ancient monuments should not sched- 
ule them, for then there would be diffi- 
culty in committing any act of van- 
dalism. 

He had not a great respect for the 
office of works, but he thought it was 
better than nothing, and he proposed that 
before any alteration of the old bridges 


be submitted to that office. This ought 
to stop the work being done without 
permission. 

Sir Henry H. Howarth, who presided, 
said that as a member of the royal com- 
mission on ancient monumeyts he had 
always thought its object was to take 
steps wherever they found ‘wilful de- 
struction going on, and get the govern- 
ment to help them. As far as he could 
see, it would take the commission about 
60 years to complete its work of clas- 
sifying or preserving the various anti- 
quarian objects, and he was aftaid that 
unless something was done there: would 
be nothing ‘to preserve at the end of 
that time. 


AED DRAGON NOT 
TO BE INCLUDED IN 


RUYAL OTANDARD 


(Special to The Monitor.) ; . 

LON DON—The proposal to include the 
red dragon of Wales in the royal btand- 
ard and coinage of the Unitew Kiggdom 
has been under discussion for some time. 
but at a recent meeting of the privy 
council, held at Buckingham palace and 
attended by the King, it was dpeided 
that the red dragon ‘should prot pe in- 
troduced into the royal standard, Pe- 
titions were received from the Abéravon 
borough council and other Welsh local 
bodies in July last, and the decision now 
arrived at is the outcome of the delib- 
erations of the committee of the privy 
counci! to which the matter was re- 
ferred. 

In the report which has been issued 
it states that “the lords of the commit- 
tee have taken the said petitions into 
consideration, and do this day agree 
humbly to report, as their opinion, to 
your majesty, that it would not be ex- 
pedient for your majesty to comply 
therewith, but their lordships are at 
the same time of opinion that if* 
appears fitting to your majesty that the 
arms of Wales, videlicet, ‘quarterly or 
and gules four lions passant guardarnt 
counterchanged,’ should again be brought 
into use, your majesty might very prop- 
erly be advised to include them in some 
form in the arms of the Prince of 
Wales.” 

His majesty the King has signified his 
approval of the report. 


G. P. FREVELYAN, MP. 
TALKS IN LONDON ON 
PAYING MEMBERD 


LONDON—Charles P. Trevelyan, M. 
P., parliamentary secretary to the board 
of education, referred to the government 
scheme for the payment of members dur- 
ing the course of a speech which he deliv- 
éred at a House dinner of the National 
Liberal Club, at which he was the prin- | 
cipal guest. He did not, he said, know 
the exact nature of the scheme, and he 
did not speak with any authority from 
the government.

faith had St. Paul when he wrote to the 
Hebrews: “Now faith is the substance 
of things hoped for, the evidence of 
things not seen.” “Substance,” says Mrs. 
Eddy in Science and Health, page 468, 
“is that which is eternal and incapable of 
discord and decay.” It is reality. Faith 
is therefore the reality of things heped 
for, not yet realized or demonstrated, 
it is the evidence, or proof, of things 
not seen, not vet apparent to our limited 
consciousness. Hence faith is just that 
mode of thought which will enable us to 
solve all difficulties. and work out tht} 
demonstration of any problem in life. 

This may perhaps ‘become clearer to us 
by a reference to the fundamental teach- 
ing of mathematics. A mathematician 
may be faced by a problem which at first 
sight seems difficult or perhaps almost 
impossible. If he has faith in mathe- 
matics, however, he knows that there 
must be a solution in that science; he 
has proved by other simpler demonstra- 
tions the rightness of its principle and 
the ability of this principle to yield 
correct results when scientifically applied. 
This thought is to him the substance of 
the solution hoped for, evidence of the 
existence of a true result although he 
has not vet appreciated it. Thus by cor- 
rect reasoning, based on truthful prin- 
ciple, he seeks to reflect or realize the 
result which he knows to exist, and suc- 
ceeds.

This is intended to be, and doubtless will be, a worthy and a 
generous memorial.

Yet it is very certain that much. of 
this kindliness and respect has been induced, and, in fact, compelled, 
by the conduct of the Indian himself. It is only thirty-five vears 
ago since Merritt, Crook, Terry and:.Forsythe were’ campaigning 
against savage tribes between the Platte and the Little Big Horn. 
The children of the warriors whom the United. States army drove 
into reservations at that time are today following the plow, black-

All this speaks wonders for them, but more marvelous. still 
is the advancement the Indian has made in self-respect. This. is 
evidenced in the protest he has just made in Washington against 


‘the public exhibition of motion pictures which represent him only 


as a savage or, at best, as a barbarian. He wants to be known 
not for what he was but for what he is today—a man who 1s at 
least ‘striving to be a useful and creditable American citizen. The 
heroic statue to be erected in his honor in New York harbor will 
be deserved, and will serve a good purpose; but it will not speak 
as eloquently for him as the simple protest which his sense’ of man- 
hood has led: him to file at the capital of the country with whose 
advancement and history he hopes to be more closely identified.

to the office of his newspaper, looked over the favorable subjects 


for the day’s or evening’s work, whether the Spanish marriages 
or Guizot’s history, jotted down a few memoranda, retired to the 
reading-room of the British Museum, and in a few hours there you 
had it, the anonymous and valuable opinion of an editor, perfumed 
with the fragrance of printer's ink and moist from the presses. 
He slept soundly at night, and, though he was too much of a 
dandy and had some very vulgar weaknesses, he was an honest 
man, according to his lights and that illumination afforded hun 
by the ways of most of his colleagues. | 

This method of livelihood sounds like a Golconda of pen and 
ink. Buy thesé useful articles, or if one runs to a.typewriter, buy 
that; write for the press, but write with a good deal of certainty 
and authority, and if anything is easier, say what it is. But that 
is only one view of the situation and only one way of meeting it. 
Pendennis’ methods were not ill: natured or ill intentioned, and 
no doubt: they did very well for him and his readers, for it is 
chronicled that this work and some novels and some property he 
had from his parents made him prosperous. We doubt whether 
he could repeat his success today, for the functions of the writer 
of editorials are not altogether easy. He must meet the demands 
of honesty, of responsibility, of quality ‘and of enlightenment, which 
latter is ‘not always shown by a championship of anything and 
everything that differs from what has been. 

He must meet the demands of honesty. These are not sat- 
isfied when he refrains from taking his neighbor's umbrella; he 
must do a preat deal more, he must faithfully and jealously gard 
the interests of that public which trusts him, which really looks to 
him not only for a great deal of information but much guidance, 
and admits him as a friend to its fireside, there to talk to women 
and children, oftentimes to lead their pleasures and to color their 
views. He is confided in, he is deferred to, he is constantly asked. 
“What do you think about this question?’ and his answer must 
be the more responsible, because he has virtually claimed for him- 
self the right to give it, and claimed it touching all manner of 
subjects that come before men’s attention. Modern society for 
centuries has. had small opinion of the trusteé that shirks his trust 
and pockets its emoluments, and the journalist is today the trustee 
of. a public that ‘needs, and needs keenly, a good trustee. The 
journalist stands at the head of the public's reservoir of information 
and advice, and as he keeps it pure and clear will he be rewarded. 


. As he lets it be roiled or tainted wil he be rewarded also, but in 


justice’s sterner metal. : | 

, The journalist is under no sort of duty to say what the public 
will like willy-nilly; he must tell the public the facts, but he is 
under no duty to give them facts that can never be anything else 
than worthless. He 1s best serving the public when he says honestly 
and plainly what his opinion is on a: subject, otherwise he had 
best leave it alone and confine himsélf to Shakespeare and _ the 
musical glasses. It 1s all-very fine to talk largely about molding 
public opinion, but it is no part of a journalist’s work to pat it. 
It is to be remembered that responsibility is a make-weight and 
that it balances, and the sense of responsibility is great that comes 
to one who knows that what he writes will, in a few hours, be 
read by thousands. 3 


Each reader of his paper is an argument for care, for justice. 
and for that honor that guards the welfare of one’s brother man...

His cry must be that of valorous thanks- 
giving, not that of irritable despair, for he is the watchman of 
inuch-of the people's hope. 

He must meet the demands for quality, and by quality we 
mean the best in everything that is good. He must write ‘good 
English, for that is the only English. He cannot make any truce 
with slipshod words or construction or style, he must write with 
such respect for*his audience and himself that it will see the com- 
pliment he pays it and take this as its right. He must in season 
‘gnd out of season tell the people and show. the people that they 
speak the beautiful homely tongue of Wyclif and Bunyan and George 
Fox, that it belongs to them, is theirs to speak and write; that the 
splendid words of David’s chants and the glowing comfort of the 
Gospel are written in a tongue that must not be diluted by ignorance 
and carelessness but nurtured to the profit of all.

The system was not long in operation, how- | : 
ever, before it was utilized by mercantile | : 
houses, although it ‘was some time before ~~ 
importers generally began to realize how cheaply and how promptly 
they might be served by patronizing the postoffice instead of the 
international express companies. The first parcels post convention 
this country entered into was with Germany; later arrangements

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were perfected for an interchange of parcels by mail with England, 


France, Italy and other countries. The terms made with the djf- 
ferent governments, however, were not uniform. While parceéls 
eleven pounds in weight are accepted usually, the limit on Frenth 
parcels is four pounds six ounces. The limit on value of contents 
usually is $80; on French parcels it is $50. 

The appraiser of the port of New York, George W. Wan- 
maker, has just made public some statistics which reveal the growth 
of this service. In 1906, for instance, the total number of packages 
coming into this country under the parcels post law was 90,297, 
Moreover, the 
first two months of the present year show an unprecedented_growth 
in the volume of importations coming by post. Parcels for Jan- 
uary alone numbered 31,622. If this ratio should be maintained 
for the remainder of the year, Mr. Wanmaker points out, the 
total for 1911 would approximate 379,464. 


There is argument for the establishment of a domestic parcels 


post in the fact that the foreign service, as its advantages have 
become better understood, has grown in popularity.
